EIGHT ARE WANTED FOR RIOTING 


Attorney J. E. Higbee, acting 
for Mayor Ori J. Sorensen, re­ 
filed the original charges made 
by the mayor against Chief of 
Police John 
Webber today, a 
few hours after the dismissal of 
the case by the fire and police 
commission. 
It is said to be 
the contention of Mr. 
Higbee 
that, on further consideration. 
the commission will feel that it 
is its duty 
to 
make a record 
sufficient to sustain an appeal. 


The 
police and fire commission 
last night dismissed the charges pre­ 
ferred against 
Police 
Chief J o h n ' 
Webber by Mayor Ori J. Sorensen. 
The commission’s decision is the first, 
ruling on the merits of the contro­ 
versy between the chief and mayor 
which arose several 
months 
ago' 
when Mr. Webber refused to carry 
out certain orders relating to detail 
issued by Mr. Sorensen. , 
The case, as far as the commission 
is concerned, is settled and if further 
detemination of the rights of the 
mayor are deemed necessary the ex­ 
ecutive m a y proceed with an attempt 
to get the matter into court. 
The proceedings last night opened 
with the presentation by Webber's 
attorneys of the rules for the gov­ 
ernment and regulation of the po- 
j lic e department w hich were adopted 


J by the common council in 1889. Rule. 
: I provides that the chief shall be in 
icontrol of the police department, 
i 
Excerpts from Judge E. C. Hig- 
I bee s decisions in the injunctional 
suits were next quoted to the com­ 
mission and a motion to dismiss the 
case followed. 
The motion was bas­ 
ed on the theory that Webber had 
committed no offense 
upon which 
charges could be based. 
Attorney J. E. Higbee, represent­ 
ing the mayor, protested against the 
procedure, arguing that the system 
employed by Webber s attorneys was 
contrary to all forms of procedure. 
He contended they bad no right to 
present evidence and then make a 
special appearance.

offered 
a 
counter motion that thp commission 
proceed to examine the facts. 
Attorney A. H. Schubert for the 
chief said that the motion had the 
same effect before the commission 
as would a dem urrer in court.

to demur. That s what we are doing 
here.”
